Nazi Germany, is there any chance the Nazis would have spared you? 

This is a picture of Werner Goldberg, the perfect Aryan soldier, who was used as a recruiting poster for the 
Wehrmacht. 

Goldberg's photograph appeared in the Sunday edition of the Berliner Tagesblatt newspaper with the caption "The ideal 
German soldier" ("Der ideale deutsche Soldat"); the photograph had been sold to the newspaper by the official army 
photographer. It was later used on recruitment posters. 

But Werner’s father was a Jew, who had converted to Christianity in order to marry his mother, a Christian gentile. 
Both Werner and his brother had been baptized into the Lutheran Church, and had no idea of their Jewish heritage. In 
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Jewish law, Werner would not be recognised as a Jew. But under Nazi law, with one Jewish parent, the boys were 
Mischling - mixed blood. 

f. In 1940, following the Armistice with France, Goldberg was expelled from the army under Hitler's order of April 8, 
1940, which stated that all first-degree Mischlinge were to be discharged from the military. He was lucky that that was 
all that happened to him. His father was picked up and detained several times by the Gestapo, and only narrowly 
escaped deportation to Auschwitz, after Werner helped him avoid arrest. All three of them survived the war and Werner 
died in Berlin, aged 86.

They ended up settling on your lineage and if one or more of your four grandparents were Jewish than 
you were considered Jewish. This caused a few problems for more than a few leaders in the Reich, Reinhardt Heydrich 
himself actually had a Jewish grandfather, but some research showed that he was not his blood grandfather, as he had 
married his grandmother after the birth of his father. There were many other high-ranking officials who had Jewish 
ancestry (Hitler’s chauffeur, Emil Maurice, for instance was Jewish, and several of them received German Blood Birth 
Certificates, making them honorary Aryans in the eyes of the Reich. So, by that measure if you had Jewish parents or 
grandparents than regardless of your hair and eye color they considered you too Jewish to be Aryan unless you had 
proven yourself very important to the Reich and got a “get out of the Holocaust free” card
